DECEMBER  6,  1963 
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December  6,  1963  ...  a  day  of  unprecedented  importance  in  the  history  of  our 
College  .  .  .  the  day  membership  in  the  distinguished  New  England  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  was  conferred  upon  Newton  Junior  College. 

As  our  College  became  the  first  accredited  public  junior  college  in  New  England, 
both  faculty  and  students  paused  momentarily  to  reflect:  upon  the  past  and  those 
events  which  lead  to  this  day;  upon  the  future  and  those  responsibilities  which 
this  day  imposes. 

For  almost  two  years,  the  College  had  prepared  for  this  occasion  of  accreditation. 
Students  and  faculty  alike  had  been  deeply  involved  in  the  processes  of  institutional 
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self-evaluation,  and  the  resultant  diligent  labor.  Throughout  the  entire  process, 
there  was  everywhere  evident  commitment  to  an  ideal  and  a  time  transcending  the 
present.  The  preparation  was  not  for  today;  it  was,  clearly,  for  tomorrow  and  always. 

Thus,  at  this  moment  of  accreditation,  we  look  to  the  future,  fully  cognizant  of 
the  fact  that  this  occasion  represents  only  the  beginning.  Newton  Junior  College 
has  been  hailed  a  worthy  institution,  one  which  seeks  and  maintains  a  standard  of 
excellence  comparable  to  that  found  in  any  other  meritorious  educational  institution. 

Having  acknowledged  this  honor,  our  College  now  moves  eagerly  toward  the 
future,  seeking  increased  implementation  of  its  philosophy  and  full  realization  of 
its  many  goals.
